Startling Report of an Anti- 
Chinese Outbreak. 


Fears of Trouble When the Exclu- 
sion Act Takes Effect. 


The State Depart ment Informed of 
the Impending Danger. 


. Gresham Tellisa Reporter That He Does 
“<Not Believe There Will Be Any 
Trouble—Dispatches to 
Governors. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WasHINGTON, May 3.—[Special.] Sec- 
retary Gresham has been occupied much 
of his time since his return from Chi- 
caso, yesterday, in considering the 
Startling reports that come to him from 
official sources that an anti-Chinese 
outbreak is imminent in San Francisco, 
and throughout the Pacific Coast, when 
the Chinese Exclusion Act takes effect. 
Secretary Gresham's information, which 
is wholly reliable, indicates the danger 
of violence to the Chiness population, 
particularly in California. He sent 
several telegrams to-the Governors of 
the, far Western States, appealing to 
them to maintain order and protect the 
Chinese against assault. The telegram 
to Goy. Markham was long and urgent, 
and showed that the Government re- 
gards the situation as critical. 


GRESHAM DISBELIEVES IT. 
And Claims He Knows Nothing About 
Communications to Governors, 

WaAsHINGTON, May 3.—[By the Associ 
ated Press.| In regard to the state- 
ment that the Chinese Minister is much 
alarmed in consequence of the reports 
he has received from the West indicat- 
‘ing the danger of attacks upon his coun- 
trymen, owing to their general refusal 
to register under the Geary law, the 
Post tomorrow will print the following: 

Secretary Gresham, in an interview 
tonight, said: *‘Itis but natural that the 
Chinese and their chief representatives in 
the United States should feel some anxiety. 
Upon more than one occasion in the past 
deplorable outbreaks against their race 
have occurred. The Chinese Minister, 
however,.has no means of securing infor- 
mation that is not accessible tous. We 
have received no reports whatever indicat- 
ing that there is likely to be trouble. I 
don’t believe there will be. Mr. Adee had 
left the department when I reached it 
this afternoon, but it is not likely 
he would have communicated with 
the governors of States upon a matter so 
serious withoutinforming me of it. Asa 
matter of course, during my absence he 
acts as he deems I wouid do were I present. 
In case of an outbreak the Department of 
State would not act. although there would 
be nothing out of order in its making a re- 
quest to State governors that they pursue 
acertain line of action. When disorder 
occttrs itis the duty of the Stat&® to sup- 
pressit. If they prove inadequate, the 
General Government may assist. Such a 
procedure would devolve upon the Depart- 
mentof War. The State Department ex- 
ertsmo armed force whatever.”’ 

When told of the statement that the 
Chinese Minister had communicated 
with Secretary Adee in order to 
strengthen the case of his goyernment 
in proceedings for indemnity, ‘Gresham 
said he was sure thatit is a needless 
precaution, and expressed a strong dis- 
belief in the probability of any trouble.

Gladstone Talks About the Rights of

ber of Parliament for Southwark, Lan- 
cashire, and vice-president of the WNa- 
tional Federation of Miners, moved that 
the bill to establish eight hours asa le- 
gal day's work in the mines be read the 
second time.

Another Line of Steamships, 

There is more tribulation laid up for 
San Francisco in the way of competi- 
tion in her ocean traffic. Asa result of 
differences, which have grown up in 
prorating between the Southern Pa- 
cific and the Canadian Pacific, the 
latter has announced that it will 
gperate its own line of steamers 
between Vancouver and Australian 
ports. This will divert a large amount 
of business from San Francisco, partic- 
ularly freight and tourist travel, which 
is now brought by the Oceanic Steam- 
shipline. The new line will give a 
service of one steamer a month, and 
the* round trip will be $300, instead 
of $360, as at present. M. M. Stern, 
the local agent of the Canadian Pa- 
cific, said to a Chronicle reporter: ‘It 
is merely a retaliatory measure. We 
were goaded toit. <A great system like 
the Canadian Pacific must protect it- 
self. Since January 1 last the South- 
ern Pacific has forced the Canadian Pa- 
cific to pay local rates between here 
and Portland on all of the latter’s travel. 
As a result cf this boycott we have been 
obliged to put on a line of steamships 
between Auckland, Sydney and Van- 
couver. Two steamers have been char- 
tered, the Miowéra and the Warrimo. 
They are each about three thousand 
six hundred tons capacity, and have 
accommodations for 125 passengers, 
while their speed is fifteen and a half 
knots. They are elegantly fitted with 
every appliance and convenience 
known to builders of modern passenger 
vessels.’

pendent line of steamers will be put on 


to ply between Los Angeles ports and 
foreign countries, This is a develop- 
ment inour commerce which is bound 
to come sooner or later. With one or 
two such lines in operation and active 
competition in the carrying trade via 
the Nicaragua Canal, Los Angeles will 
be on the world’s highway and will de- 
velope a vast maritime business. Our

INSURANCE RATES, 


A Raise All. Along the Line 
Lo@ked for. 
Preliminary Steps So Far Taken by 
the Insurance Union. 


Work Accomplished Before the Leg- 
islature in Killing Opposition. 


Adverse Reports Now Being Made on the 
Fire-fighting Facilities of the 
Principal Citles—“Expert” 

Reports Filed. 


Notwithstatding. the contrary asser- 
tfons of insurance agents, there seems 
to be a general impression abroad that 
the Pacific Insurance Union is prepar- 
ing for a general raise of rates 
all around. . Tie recent disclos- 
ures showing how futual insurance 
legislation was. kijled at Sacra- 
mento, and. thes well-koown fact 
that the companies composing the 
union now have tlie entire tield to them- 
selves without:the slightest fear of op- 
position until the. next Legislature 
meets, are partly responsible for this 
belief. The» recent report of the 
union's electrical inspector, in which 
he virtually condems the fire-alarm sys- 
em in.this city and recommends that 
consideration ,which is now en- 
joyed by Los Angeles: because of the as- 
sumption that it has a reliable fire- 
alarm system be now. withdrawn,’’ also 
gives warrant for this assumption. 

From Pasadena also comes word that 
there is a ‘“ki¢k” against its Alarm sys- 
tem. The Gamewell system, heretofore 
claimed by experts to be the best in use, 
was placed in. position at Pasatiena 
about three years ago, and bas, accord- 
ing toall reports, worked perfectly up 
to the present time. “Pasadena has one 
circuit, but the Pacific Insurance Un- 
ion’s inspector, presumably Mr. Low, 
recently cxamined the system and re- 
ported the necessity of two circuits, 
with a repeater. It seems that when 
the Gamewell systént was introduced 
in Pasadena ifsuraacée rates were ma- 
terially lowered from the former basis. 
Theriskis no.greater now than when 
the rates were lowered, yet an expen- 
sive improvement is demanded, with the 
hidden threat of a raise in rates if not 
acceded to. : 

While on the subject of fire alarms, 
the following clipping from the San 
Francisco Call.of April 29 seems perti- 
nent:

not made manifest. ;People who read 
and think contect these things and 
reason out but one conclusion. First, 

the expensive fight..at Sacramegto 
against all mutual insurance schemes 
and the consequent@€feat-“of the 

latest of. these biennial attempts to 

cheapen insurance brings with it the 

thought of the union’s unopposed 

opportunity to recéup. Then the visits | 
of inspectors tothe different cities on 

the Coast and the condemnation of 

different parts of the fire-fighting facili- 

ties in the larger cities allseem to fore- 

shadow but one ending. The -people, 

and particularly the business men to 

whom a raise in rates means a heavy 

item of additional expense, sezm' to 

look upon these jnspectorial reports as 

a “sort of a bluff.’’ 

With these facts before them, it will 
take a good dedtto convince the patrons 
of thecompanies composing the Pacific 
Insurance Union that a raise in rates is 
not in prospect.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Passenger Rates. 


The Rate War in Colorado is Going 
‘on Merrily. 


Santa-Fe on Their Way to 
California. 


The Ticket Scalper Problem—The Rash 
Eastward ging to New 
Rallroad Projects—Local 
and General. 


There is already a small break in 
passenger rates from the Pacific Coast 
to the East. The one-way first-class 
rates to Chicago have been reduced 
from $60 to $55. The one-way first- 
class rates, as they now staad, are: 
Fifty-five dollars to Chicago, $51 to 
St. Louis, $50 to Missouri River points, 
$45 to Denver, and $30 to Al- 
buquerque. The second-class rates are 
$50.50 to Chicago, and $46.50 to St. 
Louis. The tickets sold at these rates 
are all closely limited to the actyal 
time required for making the trip. 
This break bids fair for further reduc- 

ns. If the lines east of Denver con- 
tinue their war a little longer, the 
rates from California cannot help being 
cut, no matter how friendly the Santa 
Fé°and Southern Pacific may be. In 
the matter of rates the Santa Fé and 
Rio Grande roads are having a lively 
fight from Santa Fé, N. M., and Colo- 
rado points to the Missouri River and 
Chicago, and the effect will soon be felt 
here. 

SCALPERS AND THE RATES. 

A Chicago paper quotes an Eastern 
railroad man assaying, ‘‘It is pure rot 
to say that we cannot abolish scalpers 
if we will. They could not do a tif- 
teenth. part of their’ present business 
were it not for their direct deals with 
raijJroads.’’ Anyone- at all familiar 
with the railroad business knows this is 
the exact truth. An agreement of all 
rajlroads todeal no moge with them 
would drive them all out of busireéss if 
honestly obeyed. There is barely one 
railroad in ten which does not have oc- 


This tenth road joins the other nine 
in maintaining a system of throughr 
rates which furnishes perennially green 
pasture to scalpers by allowing them to 
manipulate local rates. The only logi- 
cal method of making rates, and one 
which will ultimately be adopted, is to 
make all through rates the sum of the 
local rates. There is little doubt that 
scalpers will flourish until the railroads 
apply the remedies which they have 
ready to their hands. It is not yet 
known whether the law against scalp- 
ing is constitutional.. Certainly it will 
never be enforced by public opinion, A 
traveler is extremely apt to have a 
warm spot in his heart for the class of 
men who furnish him the means of saving 
from $1 to $25 oneverytrip. Instead 
of regarding scalpers as a detriment to 
railroads the traveler is apt to consider 
them alone as a boon to pocketbooks. 
CANADIAN PACIFIC'S NEW STEAMSHIP LINE.

A Decision in the Bituminons 


_Limerock Case, 


‘Findings and Judgment for the De- 
fendant by Judge Shaw... 


A Point Settled in the Government 
Suits on Railroad Lands. 


A Motion for an Injunction Denied by 
Judge Ross—Adjudged Insane—Di- | 
vorces Granted and New Suite 
Filed—Court Notes. 


Judge Shaw yesterday afternoon ren- 
dered his decision in the case of the San 
Luis Obispo Bituminous Rock Company 
vs. the Bitumen Consolidated Mining 
Company et al, ordering findings for 
the defendants therein, for the reasons 
set forth in'the following brief opinion: 

The complaint alleges that, by an agree- 
ment between the plaintiff and defendant 
company, the former leased to the defend- 
ant company the mines belonging to the 
plaintiff for five years, in consideration pt 
980 shares of stock in the defendant co 
pany, which were to be transferred to the 

laintiff; that said stock was not trans- 
erréd to plaintiff. but was transferred to 
the defendants, Fairchild and Spence, who 
still hold the same and claim title to it. 
though in fact they have no title. and in 
equity said stock belongs to plaintiff. The 


praver is for adecree directing that the 


stock be transferred to the plaintiff. — 

The evidence does not swStain these alle- 
gations. There is no evidence that plain- 
tiff ever agreed to take the stock in consid- 
eration of the lease, or atall. On the con- 
trary, the evidence shows that the plaintiff 
refused to take the stock. 

The claim of plaintiff on the argument 
was that the defendant company swas will. 
ing to transfer the stock to plaintiff upon 
the execution of the lease, and offered to 
do so, througo Vairchild, who was agent 
for both companies, and that plaintiffre- 
fused to take the stock, but executed the 
lease upon other considerations, which 
were named ‘herein, and that such refusal 
Was caused by the acts. of Defendant Fair- 
child in concéaling from, or failing to dis- 
close to, plaimiff facts within his knowl. 
edge, which indicated that the stock would 
be valuable, and that thereupon Fairchild, 
in behalf of himself and Spence, took the 
Stock for theirown use. 

This is not the case alleged in the com. 
plaint. The fagts alleged constitute what 
is known asa epee trust. The facts 
which it is claimed are proven would tend 
to establish a censtructive trust The one 
is a trust declared by law in accordance 
with what is presumed to have been the in- 
tention of the parties. The other is a 
trust declared by law contrary to the in. 
tention of the parties, and forced upon the 
party because fraud, undue influence, or 
breach of the duties arising from some 
confidential rdation existing between 
them. (Perry on Trusts, 1, 1235, 
166. 

The defendants were not called upon to 
rebut proof ne! ge facts. Wherea party 
seeks to establ&h atrust by operation of 
law, he must state facts which clearly 
show that sucha trust arises. (Rowell vs. 
Freese, 20 Me., 184.) It is clear thatif he 
alleges certain facts showing a trust. he 
must prove these facts, and cannot recover 
upon proof of .otper facts showing a trust 
of a different nature. An amended answer 
has been Boe alleging an estop. 
pel. The facts alleged would not, in my 
opinion, constitut¢ an estoppel against the 
plaintiffs if defendants obtained the stock 
either as alleged @ in the manner claimed 
onthe argument. Nor do I {hink the de- 
fendants, Spence 4nd Fairchild, did any. 
thing in reliance upon the refusal of the 
_ plaintiff to take the stock. 

Findings will be drawn for defendants, as 
indicated herein.

yesterday Judge Ross rendered his de-

Of. course, the Court cannot know 

what the evidence may show. 
If established as alleged by the defend- 
ants, it may be that it would result that 
the lands in controversy were never 
vested in the Atlantic and Pacific Com- 
pany, but did pass to the Southern Pa- 
cific Company under the grant to it, 
for, in the late opinion of the Supreme 
Court respecting these grants (146 U.

In view of the issues raised by the 
pleadings and of the facts alleged by 
complainant and admitted by the de- 
fendant, that there are outstanding 
patents of the, Government purporting 


to convey to the defendant company 


large portions of the disputed premises, 
and thatuander and by virtue of these 
patents andthe grant from Congress, 
the defendant company has, for value 
received, executed deeds of conveyance 
and contracts of sale tothe’ individual 
defendants for .a large part of such 
lands, under which such defendants 
possess and claim them in good faith 
and for value paid therefor, I do not 
think an injunction should be awarded 
in advance of a hearing of the cause on 
the merits. The motion is accordingly 
denied.

Mitchell Pettit, a seventeen- year-old boy, 
‘was shot and probably mortally wounded 
yesterday morning by a native Californian 
named Juan Marcus abouttwo miles from 
the village of La Cafiada. The first news 
of the affair reached Marshal Buchanan by 
telephone about noon. Officer Orr and Con- 
stable Swift werte promptly ordered to the 
scene of action, and a tew hours later they 
returned with Marcus and a companion by 
the name of Lorenzo Moreno, the pair, by 
the way, constituting as tough a couple of 
customers, as far as appearance goes, as 
have ever been ushered into Pasadena. 
The crime was Committed entirely with- 
out reasonor provocation, and is one of 
the most dastardly outrages ever perpe- 
tratedin this community. Marcus, Moreno 
and young Pettit, it seems, were all em- | 
ployed on the Hall ranch, which is one of” 
the largest in the beautiful vabhley of the 
Cafada. Marcus and Moreno had been 
drinking during the morning, and by 10 
o'clock, about which haurthe shooting oc- 
curred, both were drunk. They were 
stationed by the rvadside some distance 
from the ranch houses. - Marcus wasin 
session of Mr. Hall's shotgun, which he had 
obtained bv stealth. He had on several oc- 
casions asked the owner to be allowed to 
use the gun, but the weapon had always 
been refused him. How he obtained it is 
as yet a mystery. 

About this time the boy Pettit came rid- 
ing along the road on horseback. 

‘How are you. Juan*’’ \‘Good morning, 
Lorenz,”’ were his greetings. 

Thereupon Juan, perhaps crazed by 
liquor, stood wp, aimed the shotgun straight 
at the vouth’s head and fired. There wasa 
sharp cty of pain and Pettit fell from his 
horse, one side of his head and face riddled 
with shot. The top of one ear of the horse 
was shot off, and the affrighted animal 
wheeied around and galloped back to the 
ranch houses. Mr. Hall happened to be 
standing there. and when he saw the 
wounded and rideriess horse he knew that 
something was wrong. He miounted the 
animal aud rode at a reckless.pace back 
toward the scene of the tragedy. Mean- 
while Pettit had been discovered by a young 
man, lyingin the sand by the roadside. 
When Mr. Hall arrived the boy was tenderly 
borne back to the house, and as soon as the 
details of the affair bad been learned Mr. 
Hall started off in pursuit of Marcus and 
his compahion. The men, after the shoot- 
ing, premptly .took. their departure, but 
were discovered by Mr. Hailin the cafon 
on the opposite side of‘the ranch, and by 
him. escorted back. .to the houses. They 
mInade no resistance. Meanwhile the news 
of the shooting had spread, and by the 
time Mr Hall appeared at headquarters 
with his two prisoners, quite a crowd of 
neighbors and ranch bands had gathered. 
Excitement ran high, and it looked for a 
time as ff Marcds and his companion would 
be lynched,...The more. conservative ele- 
*ment, however, prevailed, and the prisoners 
suffered mo iM treatment. 

They were put in charge of the Pasadena 
officers immediately upon the latter's ar- 

rival and by them escorted to Pasadena 
and arraigned before Justice Lawrence. 
who bound them over for a hearing at 11 
o'clock this morning. Last night the mur- 
derous pair spent within the confines of 
the City Jail. 

When the officers left Cafiada, Pettit was 
doing well, and some hope was entertained. 
of his recovery, but laterin the afternoon 
Marshal Buchanan received a telephone 
message to the effect that be was worse, 
and that it was feared he would die. As 
near as can be ascertained the boy had 
never been at outs with either Marcus or 
his companion, and there seems to be no 
motive whatever forthe foul deéd. It is 
stated that Lorenzo admitted to the officers 
that Marcus had shot the boy, and that his 
testimony alone would be sufficient to con- 
vict. Both men have countenances sug- 
gestive of suMcient cussedness and ignor-. 
ance to prompt them to commit almost any 
crime,

~The disposition shown by tee new Board 
of City Trustees to make some needed. im-. 
provements in (he city is surely commend: 
able, and when the plans of operation are 


rightly understood, the public will, no 
doubt, be surprised at their feasibility. 
Trustee Hankey presented some figures 


last Monday evening which, to say the 
least, Wad a surprise to the audience. The 
city isnow paying practically $780 per 
year rental for its public buildings, and 
the various departments are scattered 
around over the city in several different: 
places. This amovnt of rental represents 
o percent. on $15,600, andit is carefully 
estimated that a good city hall, which 
would answer alithe requirements of the 
city, could be buflt for but little more than 
haifthissum. If such could be done, the 
taxpayers would be relieved of the paying 
of about 2'4 percent. per aunum on the 
$15,600, tosay nothing of tne increased 
advantaces the new hall would be to the 
city and its residents. 

In the matter of the city owning and 
operating its own electric light plant, 
figures were produced which were eloquent 
in supportof the proposition. This matter 
will, no doubt, be more thorougnly investi- 
gated, and if tound to be advisable for the 
city to take steps toward furnishing itsown 
light, tie question will, no coubt, be 
brought before the people for them to say 
by their votes whether or not they are in 
favor of the iscuance of bonds for such a 
purpose. In this proposition there are 
many points to be considered, and as the 
question is brought out more prominently 
before the public, they will, no doubt, be 
more clearly defined. 

ALMOST A DISASTER. 

Information came to this city yesterday 
that nine persons came near being drowned | 
at Anaheim Landing May day. A party of 
ladies and gentlemen went out in a small 
boat for arowinthe bay, After enjoying 
themselves there for a time they started 
out for a little ocean trip, but when the first 
big breaker was met the boat capsized, and 
the whole party was thrown into the water.

The New Officers. 
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RIVERSIDE. 
Although the election passed off’ very 
quietly in Riverside, there was a great 


deal of interest manifested. An effort was 
made to have the full vote of the city 
polled, and it was succes<ful. There were 
quite number out of the city, and.a few 
were unable to go to the polls because of 
sickness. With these exceptions there 
were but few who did not cast their ballot 

The very iight vote in this city against 
the formation of Riverside county was 4 
surprise to nearly every one. In the first 
precinct there was nota vote cast against 
the proposition. Two votes were polled 
against the county in each of the Fourth 
and Sixth precincts, and one in each of the 
others, making a total of but nine votes in 


tion of Riverside county. Although the 
‘claim was made and reiterated again and 
again, that the city of Riverside was a unit 
for the formation of the county of River- 
side, the vote in opposition was variously 
estimated by the more conservative at from 
ten toone hundred. The vote against the 
county was polled at Elsinore, San Jacinto. 
South San Jacinto, Temecula, Temescal and 
South Riverside, ‘with a few votes from 
each of several other precincts, mostly 
small ones. 

The vote in opposition to the county seat 
at Riverside seems to have been due to local 
oboe except in the case of Manifee, as the 

allots were usually cast for the home 

lace or some neighboring town. The 

anifee proposition was a big real estate 
scheme sprung by a Los Angeles syndicate 
owning several thousand acres of land at 
Manitee, aspot below Perrison the Santa 
Fé, marked by a sign board and a siding on 
the railroad, The scheme was pushed ina 
very smooth way. Several thousand town 
lots were laid off there, ground was offered 
free forthe county buildings and agents 
went about the county getting the voters to 
sign an agreementto take a town lot, if 
Manifee should be selected for the county 
seat, for which lot Re agreed to pay $1. 
The indueement was heid out thatthe loca- 
tion of the county seat at Manifee would 
‘make the lot worth $250. On election day, 
and the day before, dodgers were scattered 
everywhere, urging voters to select Man- 
ifee for the county Seat, stating that labor- 
ing men should vote for it because there is 
no town there. and it would make work for 
them in building a city. The statement 
was also made that the Riverside ‘ring’ 
had refused to have Manifee printed upon 
the ballot, whereas the Manifee boomers 
neglected tu secure a petition to have that 
name upon the ticket, as is required by 
law, andin consequence it could, not be 
printed upon the ticket, but must be writ- 
ten on by the voter. The proposition was 
one so attractive te voters that many work: 
men took up with it, while some who were 
opposed to the formation of the county 
voted for Manifee. 

LATER.—The entire returns from the elec- 
tion precincts in New Riverside county give 
the vote 2187 in favor of and 493 against 
the formation of Riverside county. River- 
side secured the county seat with only 194 
opposing rotes.
